He says the. tape he did have was one of ± 
the Oswald 'debate! 1 that he had translated into Spanish for propaganda purposes. 

Arnesto said he asked the man to return in two weeks. He didn't, 
gis mother died 6/6l. His brother was taken prisoner at the Bay of Pigs. He 
seems, in hisown mind as well as in his words, to separate himself fromCubans not 
American citizens and professes less interest than they in exile affairs.

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Of Jose Cusco, A^nesto sayshe wants to return to Cuba as a Seontox. 
Coing back to 195?-60, he says there was at the Trade Kart, a circle of homosexuals 

that included Shaw, Will Cuthbert Brady, a man who, in my scrawl looks like 
"Borden", one Hampton, Kario Bermudez, and Ilarcel Gomez* He Bays these we**e also 
tpgether in International Bouse and the Cordell ^ull foundation* Bermudez, he Bays, 
went toSpain on an ostensible visit and decided toremain there*
